TO 

Amend the Petty Sessions Clerk (Ireland) Act, 1858. A - D - 187n - 

TA 7 HERE AS it is expedient to amend the Petty Sessions Clerk 
» * (Ireland) Act, 1858 : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
5 Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1 ipki s Act may be cited for all purposes as “ The Petty Sessions short title. 
Clerk (Ireland) Act, 1858, Amendment Act, 1870.” 

2 Where any order has been made by the Lord Lieutenant under Order for 
10 the provisions of the said Petty Sessions Clerk (Ireland) Act, 1868, 

that two or more petty sessions districts shall be served by one and triets may be 
the same person as clerk, and if after the making of the same the rescinded, 
justices at quarter sessions for the division of the county in which 
such districts, or any of the same, are situate shall represent to the 
16 Lord Lieutenant that the service of such districts by one clerk is 
inconvenient, the Lord Lieutenant may rescind the said order by 
notice to be published in the Dublin Gazette, and to be notified to 
the clerk of the peace of the county in which the said districts are 
situate, by the chief or under secretary to the Lord Lieutenant, and 
20 thereupon such order shall be null and void. 
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
